By DR. (jBORGE W. CRANK 
Case R-385: Judy, aged 21. is 
our only daughter who went to 
Europe last year with a group 
of about 50 college .students to 
lour a dozen countries and spend 
a semester at the University of 
Vienna. 
They were 
gone 
for

months. Tt cost only $1,050, which 
still puzzles me since one semes­ 
ter of college here in the U S A. 
costs that much or more. 
Yet Judy and her companions 
had an ocean trip across the At­ 
lantic and back, plus a personal 
tour of a dozen countries, and 
a full semester at the University 
©f Vienna. 
Meanwhile, their lodging was 
Included for almost half a year 
a t hotels or private homes during 
their time at the University of 
Vienna. And they got their meals, 
too, all for that sum of $1,050. 
But op May Day the Commu­ 
nists were having their usual par­ 
ade. Some of Judy s companions 
then exclaimed; 
“ L ets join the parade, Judy. 
The y give you a free meal and 
R will be a lark!”

The above statements are made in justice to those who have worked lor 
more than two years to convert a past—and present—eyesore into,, an 
attractive park and needed playground for children who are now using 
dusty streets for that purpose.

THE PROPOSED WEST-END PARK 


Two years ago early this summer. Mayor C. H. Buller and the undersign­ 
ed proposed the conversion of an ugly appearing section of the city — lo­ 
cated at (he south side of Sunset Addition — into a park for that section 
of the city and a playground for the children living there. At that tim* 
the proposed park site appeared as shown below. 


The property at that time belonged to individuals, most of whom lived in 
Sunset Addition. During the past year Mayor Butler has. in the name of 
the city, bought nearly all of the land area and has made arrangements 
to have the balance legally condemned for park purposes. The houses for­ 
merly located on the land have been removed. 


Thanks to the good work done by a committee named by the Lions Club, 
the service clubs of Sikeston several weeks ago pledged to reimburse the 
city for the cost of the land. Then it seemed that the dream of those who 
suggested the park and many others who approved it would soon come true. 


But now the park site is littered with huge concrete slabs, some of them 
weighing several tons, and other debris. It now presents a nfnre repul­ 
sive sight and a condition more difficult to convert into a park than ever, 
as will he seen from the picture below. 


Both pictures were made from approximately the same spot. The one re­ 
sponsible for this condition is unknown to the undersigned, although it 
has been known that a few people opposed the park project. Certainly 
whoever caused the concrete monoliths to be placed on the site should re­ 
move them. 


Had not the proposed park site been converted into a dumping ground, 
the children of Sunset Addition could now be using it for a playground, 
although plantings and other planned improvements could not be made 
before, next fall. 


The above statements are made in justice to those who have worked tor 
more than two years to convert a past— and present— eyesore into an 
a d r a d i\e park and needed playground for children who are now using 
dusty streets for that purpose. 


It takes thought and work to beautify a place. 
No brains are necessary in spoiling it.
